EEN competition between breed- Company won two blues taking one on 


ers of two states featured the Hol- 
stein show in connection with the 
Twelfth Annual Dairy Cattle Con- 
gress held at Waterloo, lowa last week. it 
was the best Holstein show thus far in 
1921 aecording to the opinion of the news- 
paper men who have followed the big 
fairs of the season. It was. not the 
largest for the numbers were lacking at 
least in the Holstein ring. But it had 
some real quality in most classes. 
Although Iowa played host she made a 


strong bid to beat her visiting sister 
states in the showing and in some 
respects she did the trick. In an 


analysis of blues and reds won however 
Minnesota trimmed her in the bull classes 
four to two for blues and in female 
classes five to three. In Advanced 
Registry classes Minnesota took all three 
blues. In the groups she took four blues 
to lowa’s three. Reds in bull classes went, 
five to Iowa and one to Illinois; in the 
female classes five to Minnesota, two to 
lowa and one to Kentucky; in Advanced 
Registry classes two to Minnesota and 
one to Iowa; in groups lowa three, Min- 
nesota two and Kentucky one. Perhaps 
this summary tells the story fairly well. 
Minnesota won fifteen blues and nine 
reds; Iowa won eight blues and eleven 
reds Illinois won a red and Kentucky 
won two. And yet when the last event 
of the show was staged—the state herds 


slipped 
quickly into line with one of the finest balanced state herds 
it has been our privilege to see in a long time and won the

big event hands down. Minnesota was second and Ken- 
tucky trailed. More comparisons yield the comforting 
fact to partisans of both leading states that each won a 
Grand Championship and each a Junior Championship.

STAFF CORRESPONDENCE 








HE Eastern States Exposition 
held a Holstein show at Spring- 
field Mass., on Thursday, Sep- 
tember 22d that ranks as one of 
the very best exhibitions of Black and 
Whites for the year. In quality it 
exceeded practically every one of the 
state fairs visited this year by repre- 
sentatives of the World. The cattle 
were well fitted and the tops in the 
different classes stand right up with 
the best of them. 

As a district show it demonstrates 
that the Eastern States Exposition has 
earned a place among the great cattle 
shows of the country, for what was 
true of the Holstein department was 
true of the other breeds as well in this 
year’s show and this assertion includes 
also the beef breeds. The Eastern 
States Exposition is to New England 
what the Pacific International is to the 
west coast and it is unfortunate that 
exhibitors at the Eastern States will 
not attend the National Dairy Show 
this year, for if the tops from this 
show went to the National they would 
be found fighting with the very best 
that the middle west or west could pro- 
duce for the highest honors of the year 
in dairy show circuits.

Three state herds, those of Massa- 
chusetts, Connecticut and Maine, came 
out and animals from New Hampshire 
and Vermont competed with those 
from these states for the ribbons. W. 
S. Moscrip judged. The attendance 
was very satisfactory. 

Perhaps first honor for general ex- 
cellence in the exposition should go to 
the Mt. Hermon School, for this con- 
cern landed two firsts in the bull 
classes, carrying one through to the 
grand championship, and the same 
concern also bred the first prize year- 
ling bull, which was junior champion. 
In the female classes, Mt. Hermon 
could not quite compete with Knowles 
for blues, particularly in the younger 
classes where the veteran show man 
scored heavily. F. M. Peasley had some 
very nice young stuff, showing the 
second prize senior yearling and the 
first and second prize junior yearling. 
Knowles won first in the 2-year-old 
senior yearling and junior calf classes 
and took second in the senior calf and 
three-year-old heifer classes. Mt. 
Hermon did very well in the aged cow 
class, scoring second and third on dam 
and daughter. The old cow took first 
in produce of cow and also in the 
advanced registry cow. 

Seven aged bulls—a very good class 


—faced the judge in the first event of 
the morning. First prize was given 
to the perennial winner, Mt. Hermon 
Aaggie Creamelle. Showing at ten 
years of age this great old bull was the 
class of the lot, although the Vermont 
State Hospital showed a good son of 
King Korndyke Sadie Vale that heads 
this herd for second prize. Lombella 
Bros. were third. 

In the two-year-old class the Lon- 
bella bull, King Mooie Fayne Korn- 
dyke, was first prize in a list of four, 
with second prize going to C. E. 
Hough’s son of County Paul Posch. 

The yearling bulls brought out one 
very good youngster in a Mt. Hermon 
bred animal owned by F. P. Cabot of 
Holliston, Mass. Mt. Hermon took 
second prize in this class. The first 
prize winner was a dandy and he was 
made junior champion while old Mt. 
Hermon Aaggie Creamelle went 
through to senior and grand champion.

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Why is Our National Association 


HERE has been much loose talk of late regarding 
I the controversies in the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of America, with charges of attempts to plunder 
ihe treasury, of ulterior motives and sinister pur- 
poses. Members in seeking to control the meetings by 
securing proxies of the members have endeavored to stir 
up class prejudice and sectional jealousy and we even hear 
rumblings and rumors of certain groups withdrawing from 
our National Association and forming a new association of 
theirown. Asa result many of us seem to have lost sight 
of the fundamental purposes and aims of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America. At this time when the 
mails are filled with letters of an inflammatory nature con 
taining charges against the integrity and honesty of 
purpose of the men who occupy high positions in our as- 
sociation and others who have taken or assumed prominent 
places in shaping its policies, we believe it would be profit 
able for all of us to stop and consider a few of the funda- 
mental facts in the situation. Quoting from our constitu- 
tion: 

“This association was formed for the purpose of 
improving the breed of Holstein-Friesian cattle: ascer- 
taining, preserving and disseminating, as provided by 
its By-Laws, all useful information and facts as to their 
pedigrees and desirable qualities, and the distinguish- 
ing characteristics of the best specimens, and prepar 
ing, publishing and supplying all necessary volumes of 
the Holstein-Friesian Herd-Book; and, generally, for 
promoting and securing the best interests of the im- 
porters, breeders and owners of said cattle, and there- 
by the public generally.” 

Stated plainly, the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America is the backbone of the purebred Holstein-Friesian 
industry. Without it we would have no Holstein-Friesian 
industry, as such; we would have no means of preserving 
the purity of the blood lines, no records upon which to 
base constructive breeding operations. We would simpl) 
have a superior strain of dairy cows that as it became in- 
termingled with animals of common origin would tend 
certainly and rapidly to deteriorate. The success of the 
industry is 1ounded on public confidence. Without it our in- 
dustry is doomed to failure, regardless of its economic 
importance in improving the standards of merit of our 
dairy herds 

And yet we hear rumblings and rumors and threats that 
if this thing or that thing is done in our association certain 
groups will withdraw from the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of America and start a new association of their own. 
That way lies disaster to our industry, because the bitter- 
nesses that would be sure to result from such an action 
would lead to controversies that would ‘most certainly 
destroy ever. '<st vestige of public confidence in the 
soundness of our industry. The damage would not be con 
fined to those who might withdraw or to those who staid 
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with the old organization. The innocent would suffer wi 
the guilty and the industry would receive a pjo ™ 
which it would take years at least to recover, 

We are wondering if those who talk so glibly abo 
forming a new association realize just what they would be 
up against. Their first problem would be one of raisi 
funds. They would be compelled to build a new system 
records and it would have to be based upon the herd ios 
of the association which they would be repudiating, They 
would have to carry on a campaign for membership yo 
they might find unexpected obstacles along this line jp the 
inherent loyalty of the breeders of Holstein-Friesijan cattle 
and they would be confronted with the problem of buildin 
a reputation and maintaining a standing that woulq be 
recognized by outside agencies. They talk of with. 
drawing and forming a new association becaus2 of the 
antagonism of the different groups within the Holsteip. 
Friesian Association of America. How long would it be 
think you, before similar groups would be aligning them. 
selves within the new association. Every organization 
has its conservatives and is progressive and its Conflicting 
ambitions and interests. Their development in the Hol. 
stein-Friesian Association of America is not confined to 
recent years, they have been present since the early days 
ot the organization. Going back through the published 
reports of the meetings twenty-five to thirty years ago, 
vou find the same protests against the abuse of proxies, 
you find that feeling running so high that leaders of one 
faction playing upon sectional prejudice started a move. 
ment for a separate organization as a threat and club to 
hold over the heads of their opponents. We find where 
the movement got away from those men who started it and 
while they had no real intention at the beginning of form. 
ing a new association, one such was actually formed and 
carried on business for a number of years, even getting out 
a herd-book. The experience of these few years, however, 
convinced the members of the new association, largely 
sectional in its conception, that they could not gain the 
undivided support even of their own sections and that they 
were on the wrong track, that they could accomplish more 
for the industry and get further ahead by working to- 
gether for the things they believed in as members of one 
great Nationa! body, and so we find them coming back into 
the fold wiser members for their experience, but with 
wisdom dearly bought. 

When Governor Lowden called together the leaders of 
the two factions in the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America and insisted as a condition of his acceptance of 
the presidency that they agree on a program and submit 
it to the members decision at a special meeting this fall, it 
was hoped that real relief had been afforded an acute 
situation and that the ill feeling which had been brought to 
a head at the Syracuse meeting, might subside and pass 
away. Apparently, however, this was hoping for too much 
and as the time approaches for the special meeting to con- 
sider those fundamental matters of association policy, in- 
stead of the dispassionate, gentlemanly consideration that 
had been promised, we find the membership again bom- 
barded with verbal broadsides, bristling with sensational 
charges of graft and crookedness and attempting to reap a 
harvest of proxy votes from the planting of the seeds of 
class distinction, sectional interest, suspicion and persona! 
animosity. The use of such cheap political clap trap as has 
been indulged in may appear justified to those who use it. 
They may fee! that the end, which is the control of the as- 
seciation, justifies the means. We would suggest, however, 
that the sooner we all come to a realization of the fact that 
we must go on keeping house together under the same roof, 
that we cannot get a divorce from those we don’t agree 
with as to how the association ought to be run, the sooner 
will we be able to get down to a basis of common under- 
standing, which is necessary if this association is to make 
the most of its opportunity in promoting the interests of 
the breeders of Holstein-Friesian cattle. The continuance 
of the acrimonious controversy to the point of dissolution 
would spell suicide for this billion dollar industry of ours. 
That is the fact and we must face it.

Elmer E. Heg & Sons of Florence 
Washington, breeders of the famous 
“Tyee” strain of Holsteins have start- 
ed out good in their fall test work. 
The three short time records that they 
have to report thus far are very credit- 
able ones, including the 30.04-lb. rec- 
ord of Cascade Gretchen from 654.5 
ibs. of milk at 8% years of age. Tyee 
Mollie Johanna completed a senior 2- 
year-old record of 19.74 lbs. of butter 
and 466.8 lbs. of milk while Tyee Bes- 
sie Johanna, a junior 2-year-old, made 
15.57 lbs. of butter from 397.3 Ibs. of 
milk. 

Mr. Heg states that they will have 
several 2-year-old heifers on test in 
October and another heifer, Tyee 
Patricia Fayne will finish a 305-day 
test as a senior 4-year-old with about 
20,500 Ibs. of milk and 775 Ibs. of 
butter. 

Tyee Hiske Fayne, 4 years, has in 
240 days nearly 21000 Ibs. of milk and 
600 Ibs. of fat equivalent to 750 Ibs. of 
butter. She has been bred to meet 
the calving requirements of the 305- 
day division. This is the first year 
that any testing has been done in this 
herd which speaks very well for the 
management. 


Official Testing in Washington 

During the month of August, 34 Hol- 
the state of Washington. Jerseys were 
next with 154 cows on test from 29 
herds. Ten supervisors were employed 
during the month to conduct a total of 


397 tests, 356 of which were semi- 
official two-day tests. 
It is interesting to note that this 


year, four more herds were tested in 
August than were tested in July, also 
there is one more herd this month 
than there was in May, which up to 
the present time has been the banner 


very bright for a still greater increase 
in the amount of testing done. The 
records of the official testing depart- 
ment show that the testing done has 
increased 145 per cent during the last 
threc years. During the month of 
August 1918 only thirty herds were 
tested. In the same month of the 
following year 52 herds were on test. 
This is an increase of over 70 per cent 
in one year. The year 1920 showed 
a slight increase over 1919 and _ this 
year we have a still greater number of 
herds on test than ever before. 

Three official 7-day records were 
completed during the month and two 
365-day records were reported on Hol- 
steins. Carnation Hattie Clothilde, 
owned by the Carnation Stock Farms, 
produced 733.6 lbs. of butter from 
17,988.3 lbs. of milk as a junior 2-year- 
old. Leda Hartog Ormsby 3d, also 
owned by Carnation Stock Farms, 
finished a mature record of 978.45 lbs. 
of butter from 24,973.6 lbs. of milk. 

There are sixteen Holsteins on the 
rool of Honor list for the month. Belle 
Veeman Segis Matador, owned by 
Carnation Farms, led a class of seven 
junior 2-year-olds with a production of 
146.6 lbs. of milk containing 4.452 Ibs.

A Two-Headed Freak That Lives 

A rare freak of nature has been 
located in western New York in the 
form of a two-headed Holstein calf 
owned by Harold Stitz of Elma, New 
York.Whether she has any Rag Apple 
plood or not, our correspondent does 
not state. The animal was born on 
the farm of Cornelius Eiss and ap- 
parently is in good health. 

The calf, named “Jennie”, has two 
tongnes and two sets of teeth, one for 
each mouth. At the top the heads are 
grown together but the noses are 
apart at an angle. Between the two 
mouths is a bony partition which, vet- 
erinarians say, separates two brains. 
A throat leads from each mouth and 
joins into one at the neck. Although 
the calf may have two brains, every 
move on one nose is accompanied by 
a corresponding movement on the 
other, but the outside eyes in each 
head move independently. The calf 
at birth had four eyes, two grown 
nearly together where the heads join 
and one on the outside of each head. 
There are only two ears but it is be- 
lieved that there will be four horns as 
the twists of hair indicate two are 
coming close together on the top of 
the heed and one each side. “Jen- 
nie” can walk about readily and 
drinks from a pail without aid. She 
has a good voice and makes use of it 
when dinner is a bit late. She has 
been exhibited at several of the sur- 
rounding fairs and proved to be quite 
an attraction. We have heard a great 
deal and seen a number of two-head- 
ed calves but have never known any 
of them to live any great length of 
time as this calf gives evidence of 
doing.

CHESTER COUNTY 


By E. PAGE ALLISON 


Chester County is one of the most 
fertile and beautiful farming sections 
of the U. S. Although one of the sec- 
tions developed by the early settlers 
under William Penn, its fertility has 
never been exhausted owing to the 
continued practice of livestock farm- 
ing. The historical Schuylkill. Brandy- 
wine and Chester valleys abound in 
miles of luxurient meadows. which, 
with the large nearby markets, make 
chester county a natural dairy section. 
Chester county has more cows—over 
40,000—and makes more milk than 
any other county in the state of 
Pennsylvania. 

West Chester, the county seat, is 
the center of this old Quaker com- 
munity which abounds in historical in- 
terest. Within a short radius lies 
Valley Forge, the Brandywine and 
Paoli battlefields, and a host of other 
places prominently connected with our 
early colonial history. The valleys 
and hills are dotted with the old 
colonial mansions that have been 
standing there from one to two 
hundred years. 

For those interested in Holstein 
breeding establishments Wintherthur, 
Brentwood and Bellwood farms are 


among the nationally known places 
within a short distance. 
Twenty-five years ago Chester 


county was a strong hold of the chan- 
nel island breeds. Today Holsteins 
are in the majority and are increasing 
rapidly. Several A. R. O. testing As- 
sociations are running and nearly all 
the purebred Holstein herds are 
accredited or have passed one clean 
test. The quality of the herds can 
be gauged by a glancé at the breeding 
and records of the herd sires in use 
today. It is seen at once that Chester 
county breeders, in addition to quality, 
lay particular emphasis on yearly 
records made with a high butterfat 
content. 





A LOCAL BREED ORGANIZATION 
WORTH WHILE 

Te Holstein-Friesian Breeders’ As- 
sociation of Chester County was 
organized June ist., 1912 with twelve 
charter members of whom six are to- 
day members in good standing and 
actively engaged in breeding. The 


constantly increasing interest in the

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this organization, which has flourished 
from the start, was organized in the 
midst of a section long devoted to the 
breeding and importation of Guernsey 
cattle.

The blue ribbons were fairly well 
distributed, Glenn G. Davis of Colum- 
bia, Mo., being perhaps the most suc- 
cessful.

B. Appleman, also the 
first prize heifer in both diversions of 
the yearling class and others well up 
in the money. The Mulvane cattle, 
representing Sedgewick County, made 
up the first prize County Herd over 
Reno County, the latter, however, be- 
ing headed by the senior and grand 
champion bull. 


The Bull Classes 


Four aged bulls started off the show 
Wednesday morning, September 21st, 
this class, as usual, including the 
grand champion. He was Canary Oak 
Fobes Homestead 2d, owned and ex- 
hibited by Fred McMurray of Darlow, 
Reno County, Kansas, the only animal, 
by the way, that Mr. McMurray had on 
exhibition. He is a very showy bull, 
full of life and vigor, with tremendous 
depth of body. He carries rather 
more flesh right now than we like to 
see on a Cairy bull, giving him a 
slightly beefy appearance behind and 
perhaps a little too much heaviness 
over the withers. He is one of the 
smoothest bulls we have seen _ this 
year, with an extra good top and 
square rump. He is the kind of bull 
that looks better in the ring than he 
does in his stall. The M. W. A. bull, 
Woodcroft Pontiac Johanna Lad, also 
carried rather too much flesh, but was 
the closest competitor in class to the 
McMurray bull. He is somewhat 
longer in the body than the grand 
champion, but not quite so deep, and 
did not have quite the showy quality 
of the other. The Reno County H. S. 
and Gosney bulls, placing third and 
fourth, respectively, both showed in 
the rough, and, particularly the Gosney 
bull would have shown better if he 
could have borrowed about 100 lbs. of 
flesh from each of the two bulls at 
the head of the class. 


The two-year-old bull class had five 
entries, with the McCoy bull, U. S. 
Korndyke Homestead Segis outstand- 
ing. Except for just a little bit of a 
“jog” in the middle of his back, he 
is a bull that is decidedly hard to fault, 
being well bodied, strong through the 
heart, square behind, with good quality 
and very showy. He was a rather 
easy winner over the Glenn Davis bull, 
who lacks scale and is a little on the 
roly-poly order, and although very 
square behind, somewhat down in the 
back. The Berrs bull, in third place, 
is a nicer bodied bull than the Davis 
entry, but not so good behind. 


At Hutchinson as at some of the 
larger shows, they divided the yearling 
bull class into senior and junior divis- 
ions. Only two entries came out in 
the senior division, the M. W. A. bull 
winning out over the Bowman entry 
from the Mulvane club. The Colorado 
bull was larger than many of the two- 
year-olds shown, but with a tendency 
to beefiness, and the Mulvane bull, 
much smalier suffered from lack of 
fitting. 


Six entries came out in the junior 
yearling class, which was probably the 
poorest class in the show in respect to 
quality. The three entries from 
Union College placed first, second and 
fourth with a Colorado bull in third 
place. All were somewhat plain in 
this class. 


The ten senior bull calves made a 
much better showing, so that some 
very good entries had to be left out- 
side the money. The entry from 
Colorado showed considerably more 
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size than any other bullin the class 
that approached him in type, but there 
were several others in the class nearly 
as good. The Crow entry in second 
was probably not as typy as several 
of the bulls that placed below him, but 
he was very well shown, and beat out 
the Davis calf for second money. The 
latter was one of the best bodied bulls 
in the ring but was handicapped by 
his plain and rather feminine head. 
Some splendid bulls from Mulvane 
were outside the money. 

The Union College ,oungster, Col- 
lege King Cornucopia De Kol, beat out 
a Mulvane bull shown by John Young- 
meyer, for first place and then proved 
good enough to win junior champion- 
ship, his closest competitor for this 
honor being the M. W. A. senior calf. 
The decision on junior championship 
was one of the most popular decis- 
ions of the show with the ringside, in 
spite of the fact that the honor went 
to an out-of-state bull. There was 
rather more disatisfaction expressed 
with the decision on senior champion- 
ship, as the McCoy bull one of the 
best known and best liked bulls in the 
state, and most of the fans expected to 
see him win the purple. 


The Female Classes 


Many considered the aged cow class 
the best one in the whole show, with 
13 entries, including among the tops 


some real show quality. Outstanding 
was the Appleman entry, Zwingara 


Segis Clothilde, a cow of somewhat the 
same type as Mr. Appleman’s famous 
“Trene,,’ who burned up the Corn Belt 
Circuit last year. She is a cow that 
would make her mark in fast company, 
although probably not the equal of her 
former stable mate. She has all the 
qualities that go to make up a real 
show cow, including an udder of per- 
fect shape and quality and plenty of 
dairy temporament. There was con- 
siderable quality in a number of the 
other entries, but several of them were 
put farther down on account of faulty 
udders or teat placement. Quite a 
good many of the good ones in this 
class showed dry. 

McCoy had an easy winner in the 
two-year-old’ class, with entries of M. 
W. A., Union College and Glenn Davis 
running a close race for second place, 
finally placing in the order named. 

The senior yearling class brought 
out a splendid bunch of heifers, which 
gave the judge no little trouble before 
he got them arranged to his liking. 
The blue finally was awarded to the 
Appleman heifer that made the show 
circuit last year as a calf with the 
Kansas State Herd. She has developed 
into a fine strong yearling, of very 
smooth conformation, but because of 
lack of fitting showed rather more 
coarseness of hide and hair than she 
did last year. The little Davis year- 
ling, just too old to show in the junior 
division, beat out the somewhat larger 
and more developed McCoy entry for 
second place. 

Mulvane scored again in the junior 
yearling class, the Gosney entry beat- 
ing out the Glenn Davis heifer, who as 
in the preceding class was just a day 
or two too old to show in the next 
younger class. Gosney had a very 
typy heifer, straight and strong, and 
one that would make a good showing 
anywhere.

Op the 
basis of ribbons, McCoy had a big 
advantage, his group being headed by 
a bull that came within a close shaye 
of grand championship, and including 
two first prize heifers, and a third 
prize heifer, the only member of the 
group Outside the money being the 
aged cow, who by the way was good 
enough to take second at Topeka the 
week before. The Davis group had 
only one blue ribbon winner in it—the 
junior champion heifer—but every 
member of the herd was _ inside the 
money, all placing third or better, 
and so was considered by the judge to 
be the more uniform herd of the two, 
although it must be confessed that it 
did not look that way to same of the 
spectators. The M. W. A. herd 
which many had expected would be 
given second, got no better than third, 
with the Union College group outside 
the money. 

The Davis young herd was a fairly 
easy winner over Union College, ina 
class of only two entries, but the latter 
won the calf herd without competition.

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JONES EXPLAINS HIS POSITION 
FURTHER 


Editor Holstein-Friesi.1. World: 

I noted with great pleasure the pub- 
lication of my communication to you 
under the title of The Delegate System 
and was also much interested in your 
editorial comment on the same 
published in the same issue _of 
September 3rd under the heading 
“Food for Thought” 

In this connection, I would ap- 
preciate your publishing this letter to 
you in an early issue in order that the 
readers of your paper may clearly 
understand my position. 

You say that you have come to the 
conclusion that almost any change 
would be preferable to the unbridled 
use of proxies. This is just the attitude 
that I also took when the matter was 
first presented by Mr. Hackney at 
Syracuse. More reflection convinced 
me that my first impression was wrong 
and that, as I pointed out in my 
article on The Delegate System, the 
delegate system would have all the 


disadvantages of the proxy system 
and others thrown in for good 
measure. 


You also say that “It is for the 
members unable to atto.d the annual 
meetings to decide whether they 
would rather entrust the making of 
the laws of our association and _ the 
transaction of business in its meetings 
to a few men instructed intelligently 
perhaps on one or two points but free 
to use their controlling power as they 
see fit on others of equal importance 
or to a representative body of dele- 
gates chosen by vote of the members 
from each state on account of their 
fitness for the trust, to use their best 
judgment in the interest. of the As- 
sociation as a whole.” 

You will note that I favored 
neither of these methods in my article 
but one that I believe tne great 
majority of the members would favor 
if they had a chance to express them- 
selves: namely some _ system of 
direct voting whether it be along the 
line of a districting plan or other- 
wise. 

You are right in stating inter- 
rogatively, that we do not feel dis- 
franchised because we do not have a 
direct vote on every bill brought up for 
consideration in the state legislature. 
You must recognize, however, that we 
would feel disfranchised if we had no 
choice in selecting our state and 
national officers by direct vote and al- 
so had no voice in changing our con- 
stitution. In fact, any official who 
seriously attempted to bring such a 
system into action in our civil life 
would feel the severe displeasure of 
the electorate and would undoubtedly 
be retired from public life. Even the 
electoral college which was designed 
for independent judgment in selecting 
our president has always in practice 
recognized the will of the majority of 
the voters and any other action would 
come about as near causing revolution 
as perhaps any conceiveable cause. 

It is impossible to place the selec- 
tion of delegates in the case of our as- 
sociation for reasons clearly shown tn 
my article to which I before referred, 
on a truly democratic basis. 

I hope that no one really got the 
impression, which your comment 
seemed to indicate might be the case 

with you, that I was actuated by 
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“partisan, personal or ‘class’ feeling.” 
I am merely anxious that all “classes’ 
if classes there be in our association, 
shall have an equal voice. Wording it 
in my own way, I would say that every 
member should have an equal voice in 
determining the policies of our as- 
sociation and in saying who our 
officers shall be. Minor matters can be 
left to our directors as we leave them 
to our legislators. 

You say we should not go off half 
cocked on this proposition. This is 
always true of any proposition. Is it 
not, however, going off half cocked to 
have this special meeting and to vote 
there on only two or, counting any 
defence that may conceivably be 
made of the proxy system on three 
methods? Truly the propositions may 
be changed in the convention but that 
is doing something not authorized by 
the members and no one could con- 
sistantly make such a change. Then 
too, the motion made by Mr. Hackney, 
as I remember it, stated that action 
was to be taken at the next annual 
meeting and it was so stated by the 
president when he put the question, al- 
though he did change the motion in 
one important particular as I noted at 
the time. 

Another matter in connection with 
the special meeting is the expense in- 
volved. I am informed that it costs 
from $3,000.00 to $6,000.00 for each 
meeting of our board of directors and 
a meeting of the membership must be 
much more. Ata time when economy 
is the watchword, it seems incon- 
sistent to say the least. If at this time 
we also provide for a delegate system 
and pay the expenses of the delegates 
to the meetings, which would be 
necessary if any real attempt were 
made to make their selection truly 
democratic, how much will the 
meetings cost? 

I sincerely hope that action along 
the lines suggested for the _ special 
meeting so far at least, will be 
defeated and that the members. will 
have a chance for a direct vote on the 
matter before the next annual meoting 
when it should properly be brought up 
anyway. 

I have written you thus in hopes 
that the matters under discussion may 
be more clear and’also to expl: in more 
fully my personal attitud:. If I erred 
in my article, I thank you for setting 
these errors forth. I hope that I am al- 
so equally frank in calling what I be- 
lieve are errors on your part to your 
attention. After all it is not only your 
opinion or my opinion that is under 
discussion, bvi it is the composite 
opinion of the entire membership that 
should couut. 

For this reason, I would greatly 
desire that others write their ideas on 
these matters, fully and frankly but in 
all friendlyness and i the true spirit 
of Holstein Fraternity.

Rock Island County No. 1 


The report of the first Rock Island 
County cow testing association for 
August shows that there are 22 pure- 
bred sires on 18 of the farms where 
testing is done. The average pro- 
duction of all the cows is on the whole 
rather low for the month because of 
the majority of them nearing the end 
of their lactation period. 

The highest butterfat producer in 
the association for the month Is owned 
by W. H. Newton, Jr., her production 
being 56.6 Ibs. of butterfat. A pure- 
bred Holstein also owned by Mr. 
Newton was the highest milk produc- 
ing cow with a production of 1646 lbs. 
of milk containing 49.4 Ibs. of fat. She 
also produced the greatest returns 
above the cost of feet for the month, 
the income for milk above the feed 
cost amounting to $38.84. 

Both the highest and second highest 
herds were composed of grade and 
purebred Holsteins, L. E. Wilson, 
owner of the high herd, having the 
average production of 32.6 lbs. of fat 
on 11 head and W. H. Newton, Jr., the 
second highest herd having an average 
production of 32.08 lbs. of butterfat on 
8 head. $294 was the average prevail- 
ing price received per 100 lbs. of milk 
during the month of August. 





Cow Testing Work in Colorado 


During the month of August. 1,059 
cows were tested in 79 herds in the 
four Colorado cow testing associations. 
The Johnstown-Greeley association is 
the largest with 359 cows tested. It 
also has the highest average produc- 


tion of both milk and butterfat, the 
milk production being 801.3 Ibs. and 
the butterfat production 29.6 lbs. The 
Longmont-Boulder' association was 


second with an average production of 
671.5 lbs. milk containing 27.1 Ibs. fat 
for 185 cows. The Arkansas Valley 


Association was next with an average 
herd averaged 475.4lbs.of butterfat and 
milk and 23.4 lbs. fat. The Ft. Lupton- 
Brighton association had

average production, 269 head averag- 
ing 615.9 lbs. milk containing 22.3 Ibs. 
fat. 80 cows in the Johnstown-Greeley 
Association produced over 40 lbs. or 
fat. 

The high cow for the state was Jo- 
hanna Pontiac Rag Apple, owned by 
Whowell & Polly of the Johnstown- 
Greeley Association. The high herd 
for the state was also owned by 
Whowell & Polly, the herd numbering 
18 head of pure bred Holsteins. Their 
average production was 1334 lbs. milk 
containing an average of 47.6 lbs. fat. 
The best member of this herd, which 
was the highest producing cow for the 
month, gave 1721 lbs. milk containing 
83.9 lbs. butterfat. 

The American Beet Sugar Company 
had the high cow and high herd for the 
Arkansas Valley Association. E. L. 
Buster had high cow a_ purebred 
Holstein, in the Boulder County As- 
sociation and N. Andersons herd of 
Holsteins was the high herd for the 
same association. In the Brighton 
Association, John Kramer was the 
owner of the high cow. 

At the Larimer county fair, a forty- 
eight hour butterfat contest was con- 
ducted for dairy cows. White Clover 
Salina Johanna Fayne, a_ registered 
Holstein owned by Van Meter and 
Krebill at Loveland, Colorado, took 
first. Her production of butterfat 
during the two-day test was 7.264 lbs. 





Cumberland County Association Com- 
pletes 2nd Year 


The second annual report of the 
Cumberland, Pennsylvania, cow test- 
ing association of which A. A. 
Raudabaugh is tester, presents some 
very interesting figures. 

In addition to presenting actual 
figures in the various departments of 
the cow testing work, the report con- 
tains the announcement of high class 
herds of dairy cattle which made ex- 
ceptional records during the past year 
and points out that nearly 1400 tons of 
milk was produced by the association 
members during the year. 

The highest producing herd was that 
of I. V. Otto of Boiling Springs, with 
an average production per cow of 
13,169.3 lbs. of milk with 421.5 lbs. of 
fat from 18 purebred Holsteins. Mr. 
Otto also holds the highest individual 
record of 17,396 lbs. of milk containing 
570.1 lbs. of fat, equivalent to 712.6 lbs. 
of butter. 

The second highest producing herd 
belongs to H. A. Shultz of Carlisle, 
with an average production of 11,485.8 
lbs. milk per cow from thirteen head. 
Mr. Shuitz increased his herd average 
from 9900 Ibs. to the above figures 
during the year. For economical pro- 
duction the herd of J. W. Miller, 
Carlisle, ranks first, even though it 
ranks fourth in point of production, 
averaging 10,810.5 lbs. of milk. This is 
attributed largely to his methods of

When the labor of the farmer and

The ayer- 
age price received for milk during the 
year was 6.4 cents, which indicates 
that the milk producer of Cumberland 
County does not come in the “profit- 
eering class. 

Another item of interest contained 
in the report is that the average pro- 
duction of the 330 cows in the associa- 
tion for the year was 8276.6 lbs. of 
milk with an average of 282 Ibs. of 
fat, as compared with an average of 
milk with an average of 282.6 Ibs. of 
for the first year.

Cow testing association work under 
state and government direction dates 
back to 1906 when the first association 
was formed in the United States. In 
1920 the number of associations had 
increased to 468. Wisconsin leads in 
this work, with Pennsylva.ia second, 
Illinois third, New York fourth, Ohio 
fifth and Minnesota sixth. 

“The average cow,” says EB. A. 
Hanson of the University Farm, St. 
Paul, Minn., and in charge of cow 
testing work in that state, “is said to 
produce 4,000 pounds of milk or 160 
pounds of butterfat, annually, while 
40,000 cow testing association records 
in the United States show that the 
average association cow produced 6,000 
Ibs. of milk and 246 Ibs. of butterfat 
each year. Minnesota has 23 cow 
testing associations and there are 
prospects of four or five more being 
organized before the end of the year.

News Notes From the North West |

HE best large and the best small 
herd in the White River Valley 
Cow Testing association during 
August were Holstein herds, ene 
of 22 head owned by William Wyet' 
of Auburn heading the first class with 
an average of 41.2 pounds of fat per 
cow from 1008 of milk, and one of 
eight head owned by Alex Wiggins of 
Fall City heading the second with an 
average of 36.2 from 922. The herd 
of 17 Holsteins owned by J. T. 
Stewart of Christopher ties a mixed 
herd for third place among the. large 
herds with a butterfat average of 34.4 
pounds. Hans Jensen, J. T. Stewart 
and John Ham are the Holstein 
breeders listed among the owners of 
the five best grade cows. “Wooley,” 
owned by Jensen, made 66.4 pounds of 
fat and ranked second, while grades 
owned by Stewart and Ham ranked 
fourth and fifth, respectively, with 
butterfat production of 56.5 and 55.8 
pounds. The average of 485 cows 
tested was 31.3 pounds, and there 
awvere only 82 over 40 pounds. 

One of the new exhibitors at the 
Southwest Washington Fair was W. 
KE. Klaus, who is developing a small 
herd of Holsteins on his farm three 
miles out of Chehalis, at the head of 
which will stand a son of The King 
of Chimacum, now four months old, 
from a dam with a 21-pound record 
with her second calf. He has four 
young females purchased from W. 
Morton of Forest Grove, Ore., two of 
Bishop breeding and two secured 
from Hamilton & Sons.

Thirty-four of the 62 herds listed by 
the federal _ bureau of inspection 
August 22 as federal accredited, or 
more than 50 per cent, are Holstein 
herds. To this number should be add- 
ed the Washington State college herd, 
which is a mixed one of Holsteins, 
Jerseys and Ayrshires, and no doubt 
that of Waikiki farm, which is listed 
with the Jerseys. Lewis county 
claims the largest number (12) of any 
county in the state, and of these, ten 
are Holstein herds. Whatcom county 
is second with nine. There are 16 ac 


credited Jersey herds in the state, 
and six Guernsey. More than 
26,000 dairy cows’ were _ tested 





for tuberculosis in Washington 
during the first six months of 1921, 
according to Don Magruder, exten- 
sion dairy specialist, and a remark- 
ably small number of reactors have 
been found. In San Juan county, for 
a remarkable example, only two re- 
acted out of 1027 tested. Pacific and 
Wahkiakum counties also have re- 
ported low percentages, in 3500 and 
3650, respectively, signed up. What- 
com county leads the state in the 
number signed up, 7000.

Virginia “County Herds” 


Show ring winnings are the indica- 
tors of breed advancement. While the 
judge can only determine superiority 
as to the type and individuality of an 
animal, yet superiority in production 
is closely correlated with type. The 
value of the show ring is two-fold in 
that it first sets up an ideal for breed- 
ers to attain, secondly, it stimulates 
interest and inspiration for the breed. 

As ai means for the advancement of 
the dairy breeds in Virginia, the State 
Breed Associations with the coopera- 
tion of the Virginia Polytechnic In- 
stitute Extension Division have suc- 
ceeded in organizing seven “County 
Herds,” to be exhibited at the respec- 
tive local County Fairs and at the Vir- 
ginia State Fair. A “County Herd” 
consists of ten animals, of the follow- 
ing classes: Males, aged bull, yearling 
bull, bull calf; Females, aged cow, 4- 
4-year-old cow 2-3-year-old cow, 
senior vearling, junior vearling, 
senior calf and junior calf. It is re- 
quired that at least three breeders in 
any one county furnish the animals 
composing the “County Herd,” and no 
exhibitor shall own more than 5 ant- 
mals in the herd. 

In the plan for crganizing “County 
Herds” in this state an attempt was 
made to have as many breeders as pos- 
sible fit animals for the show. These 
breeders who fit animals first exhibit 
them at the local fair. At the local 
fair the winning animals in the 
various classes are selected to com- 
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pose the “County Herg” 

at the State Fair. “6 this» show 
terest in the exhibition at tire l ae 
fair is stimulated. In one of th 
“County Herds” at present organi ; 
for this year, there are as many _ 
animals being fitted to be shown - 
the local fair, from which a selection 
of ten is to be made for exhibition at 
the State Fair as the ‘County at

— d for the 1921 fairs are as fol.

From the breed representation at 
the State Fair it is hoped that a 
“State Herd” can be selected for ex. 
hibition at the Southeastern fair, At- 
lanta, Ga. If the greatest amount of 
benefit is to be derived from the 
County and State herds, we 
must plan to send a “state herd” 
of the three leading dairy breeds 
in Virginia to the National 
Dairy Show. This must now be 
left for another year, but let’s keep it 
in mind. If your county has a 
“County Herd” go to your local fair 
and boost it, and then attend the State 
Fair and watch for the show ring 

placings from your county.
